LIFE STORY OF 
P H I L L I P S 


Successful Career of Republican Can­ 
didate for Governor Built Upon 
Courage, Capacity and Character 


Thomas W. Phillips, Jr., was bom in New Castle, Pennsylvania» 
November 21, 1874» and is therefore in his fifty-second year. He 
is a graduate of Phillips Academy, Andover, Massachusetts, and 
Sheffield Scientific School, Yale University. His father was a 
pioneer in the oil business, having been engaged in it since 1860, 
and due to the nature of the business, had his ups and downs, or 
to use his own expression, between good luck and bad luck he 
had plenty of it. 
lips Brooks, were descendents of the 
Rev. George Phillip». Mrs. Phillips* 
first American ancestor, on her 
fath er’s side, was Rev. John Sher­ 
man, who by a strange coincidence 
was assistant pastor to Rev. George 
Phillips and became his successor 
as 
m inister 
of 
the 
Watertown 
church. On her m other’s side Mrs. 
Phillips is descended from William 
Brew ster who came to America in 
1620 on the Mayflower. 
In 1922 when Mr. Phillips an­ 
nounced his candidacy for Con­ 
gress the sentim ent in his district, 
comj)o.>ed of Beaver, B utler and 
Lawrence Counties, was decidedly 
dry, and a determined effort was 
made to force him to pledge him­ 
self to submit to the dictation of 
the Anti-Saloon leag u e and other 
association* regardless of future 
developments. 
Mr, Phillips stated 
th a t he was op{*o ed to the saloon 
and in fact had contributed toward 
it#5 overthrow, but th a t our repub­ 
lican form of government, a* pro­ 
vided by the Constitution, contem­ 
plated the election not of mere 
delegates but of representatives 
charged with the duty and respon­ 
sibility of legislating for the coun­ 
try as a whole, and therefore they 
should be free to exercise their best 
judgm ent. 
He fu rth er stated that 
the Volstead Law w as ex}>erimcnt- 
al and very drastic and th a t he was 
not a t all certain th at it would 
prove successful. If it should prove 
to be beneficial and if the great 
major»» ; of the people were satis­ 
fied w;4,h it and were willing to 
observe it, the liquor question was 
settled and no pledge was neces­ 
sary. If, however, a m ajority or a 
large m inority resented it a« an in­ 
fringem ent on their rights, then 
the questioh was not by any mean» 
settled 
and 
all 
representatives 
should be free to deal with the sit­ 
uation in whatever manner seemed 
good to them. 
Several organisa­ 
tions identified with the dry cause 
made abusive cam paigns against 
Mr. Phillips both in tne prim ary 
and in the genera! election. 
Under a system of local option 
coupled with mor al suasion Mr. 
Phillips 
had observed 
that the 
country was rapidly drying up and 
that the people were becoming tem­ 
perate. 
After careful 
thought, 
much study and considerable obser­ 
vation he came to the conclusion 
that the Volstead Act had not only 
failed to produce prohibition, but 
had proved to be an all but knock­ 
out blow to temperance. In a speech 
in Congress, December 21, 1925, ha 
courageously faced the issue by 
stating the truth as he saw it. His 
speech was such a thorough, critic­ 
al and calm analysis e f present con ­ 
ditions and such a temperate dis­ 
cussion of their causes and effects 
that it created little less than a 
sensation. 
In brief, he believes 
that the attempt on the part of the 
Federal Government to enforce its 
drastic prohibition laws has not 
only been a source of political cor­ 
ruption unparalleled in our history, 
but has proven to be detrimental 
socially and a menace morally, and 
th at the problems connected with 
the u-e and abuse of liquors can 
host be entrusted to the states and 
to local units as originally in­ 
tended. 
Mr. Phillips has high ideals about 
private life, about business life, 
and about public life. 
He knows 
much about human nature and has 
dealt successfully with men in all 
walks of life. 
It is because he be­ 
lieves in man and has confidence in 
mankind that he favors a minimum 
of law and maximum of liberty 
consistent with protection of the 
virtuous from the vicious. 
If Mr. 
I’hillipS 
is elected 
Governor of 
Pennsylvania the Commonwealth 
will have th.* services of a man 
who has demonstrated his business 
capacity and proven th at he has 
the courage of his convictions.
